Applicant respectfully petitions from the incorrect reason provided in Applicant's patent 
application, Serial No. 09/767,865 filed on the 24* of January 2001, by the Initial Patent 
Examination Division to require Applicant to provide the U.S. Patent & Trademark Office with 
the substitute formal drawings in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.84(b), and as reasons therefor 
states that: 
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STATEMENT OF FACTS 
On 24 January 200 1 , Applicant filed a new application including the specification, 
claims 1 through 42, and the Abstract, for the above-captioned invention based on 
two Korean priority application Nos. 3254/2000 and 60519/2000 filed in the 
Korean Industrial Property Office on 24 January 2000 and 14 October 2000, 
respectively. Formal drawings, Figs. 1 through 1 1 (6 sheets) accompanied the 
aforesaid new application together with the executed Declaration, check #38078 in 
the amount of $1,186.00 as the filing fee. A copy of the postcard receipt dated 24 
January 2001 attesting to the filing of the aforesaid items is attached herewith. 

On or about 6 March 2001 , Applicant's undersigned attomey received a Notice to 
File Corrected Application Papers dated 2 March 2001 for the above-captioned 
application. The Notice states that "Substitute drawings in compliance with 37 
C.F.R. § 1 .84" must be timely submitted to avoid abandonment. The Notice fixrther 
states that the formal drawings originally submitted to the PTO include 
"photographs of the invention subject matter that appear capable of illustration and 
which are illegible after scanning (see 37 CFR 1.84(b)). 
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REMARKS 

As is clearly seen from the attached formal drawings as filed, there is no photograph of the 
invention subject matter included in the application. All of the drawings as originally filed (Figs. 
1 through 1 1) were drawn by a draftsperson using a computer software program. 



RELIEF REQUESTED 

Accordingly, the Commissioner is respectfully requested to: 
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A. Strike the requirement of submitting substitute formal drawings in compliance with 
37 C.F.R. § 1.84 relative to the formal drawings as filed (Figs. 1 through 11, 6 
sheets) for the above-captioned application; 

B. Forbear raising any issue associated with non-existent figures 12 through 16 
mentioned in the Brief Description of the Drawings; 

C. Enter Applicant's Preliminary Amendment on page 6 of the specification; and 

D. Grant such other and fiirther relief as just may require.
